[Fi iii Mr. Windoui's iieport. 1

Mr. 11 uiuoer said: The consumption of com
iu Euglaud is increasing enormously. So much
so that many farmers turu their attention to

raisiue wheat, and even buy corn from America
or from the Danube for oousumptioo oo their

own farms to fattan cattle, for it is not yet used
lor human food. A very little in Ireland, per¬

haps, but not at all in England. In Euglaod
up to recent years corn was scarcely u&ed at all,
but has increased in cousumption much. The
Loudou Omnibus Company have about eight
thousaud horsey and they have always fed
them on oa'?, there being a prejulice in their
favor, but if oats are dear the company pays
no dividend, the consumption is so enormous.

Some years ago they turned their attention to
corn, and it answers admirably. It saved them
£16,000 in od« year, because the corn was

cheap, or about $80,000. This they saved in
the single item of leed to their horses, but thut
was chiefly in American corn and duriuif a year
wheu it was very low. Corn is al*o now great¬
ly used iu distilliog, starch makt? g, and espe¬
cially iu feeding hogs. Il'coru could be sent

to Euidaod a little cheaper there is no limit to

the consumption ot it. Oue reason of that is
the change in the articles of lood among the
English population. They now consume, L
suppose, three or four times as much auinnl
lood as twuniy years ago. The habits ot the
people have changed. For the last teu or

twelve years we'eao not ;»ff>rd to pack beei
in Eu.uluod. I suppose for fifteen years, nor for
20 years, cau we afford to pack pork, because
the price of the fresh meat is so lar^e, the pop¬
ulation being large and the couutry very small,
and it is difficult to axport tresh beef from
America, bu< salt provisions can be exported.
A lnr«e consumption of animal food has created
in Eogland an immense demand for feeding
stuffs, especially for corn, which has become a

favorite. I think that io England the con¬

sumption of cofn is about 50.000,000 bush-,'1* a

year, a mere trifle. 1 have uo doubt it e> ud
b<- quadrupled it corn were to come down some¬

thing in price, for corn is the cheapest feeding
cereal we have. Turnips are oheaper, but do
uot answer all the purposes, of course. If corn
was cheaper still, it wuuid supersede the barley
and oats, which are used to a certain extent.
